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Continuation oi2. NOTE: The amendment incorporates limitations into tfie independent claim from two different dependent claims. Th 
new limitations were not previously considered in combination with one another, and the incorporation of two separate limitations raises 
a new issue. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Van Kerrebrouck does not 
teach the claimed thickness limitation. However, Van Kerrebrouck disclose an embodiment where the total thickness of the composite is 
35 mm, and the outer layers each have a thickness of 10 mm (column 8, lines 24-40), thus giving the inner layer a thickness of 15 mm, 
which meets the claimed limitation. Applicant also argues that Van Kerrebrouck fails to teach the claimed amount of 65 to 95 parts by 
weight of first polyester fiber. Van Kerrebrouck teach the constructive fibers to be present from 0 to 80% by weight. Using the unit of 
percentages instead of parts does not mean that the claim limitation is not met. The claim limitations are met because Applicant's 
limitations of parts by weight can be converted into percentages, which would be met by both Van Kerrebrouck and Matsukawa. 
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
